Be scl isno other thing, than a Duél or Contention be- 
twixt Nature and the Infirmity; if Nature at the time 
of the-Crifis overcome the Malignity of the Difeafe, it’s a 
good Crifis if the Sicknefs prevail, its a pernicious and ill 
Crifis.

Crifis is no more than this, vz. a fudden alteration of 
mans body when he is fick, tending either to health, or fur- 
ther ficknels 5 for when this Crifis is, there’s a fharp fight,

Days Critical, Decretory, and Crifmal are all one, and

ven Rul e, and for which I {hall annex a Table at the end of 
this Difcourfe, to tind the true time according to the 
motion of the Moon and Sun, &c. Yet fometimes the Crifis 
happeneth upon none of thefe times, whereby it appeareth, 
that thefe Obfervations are uncertain, and not to be depend- 
ed upon ; therefore he that *roul be more perfectly refolved 
concerning, this main point, let him give ear to thefe our 
New refined Principles and Grounds; the which by Gods 
Aid and Affifiance, and many painful Obfervations, we have 
proved, and found to be of fuch truth, that [ cannot choofe 
but admire the wonderful Providence of Almighty God heres 
in, which {weetly difpofeth all things im Numero, Pondere, 
oe Menfura, preferibing to the whole ceconomy of Nature, 
fuch a’ Law,’ Order, and Dependency, that it were eafier for 
Heaven and Earth to annihilate and turn to nothing, than to 
reak or infringe the fame, unle(S it fhall pleafe his Divine 
Majelty, migaculoufly, at his Will and Pleafure to command 
it any new kind of Service; but yet for all this, neither I, 
nor any man elfe, is able to give any fuch Rules that fhali 
never. fail : although I dare boldly affirm, that the like for 


verity in all re{pecis are not to be found : for howbeit I am - 


affured, that there is in rerum natura, lex, & immutabilis ordo, 
yet 1 with Solomon  muft confels, that omninm Operum Dei, nuls 
is poffit bomo invenire rationem. Admit that Natura fit vera, 
Ars’ vera, yet vara verus Artifex, a trae Artift rarely found ; 
therefore to come to the matter : He that would be certified 
when the Crific {hall happen, Ict him obferve whether the 
Lord of the Ale ndgnt doth apply. to the corporal Conjun-

midiameter of his Beams, or of the afflicting Planets, and for 


| every degree he lacketh of that diftance, add as before fo ma- 


ny Days, Weeks, Months, or Years. Some Aftrologians have 


| curioufly taken upon them to determinate the time of the 


Crifis in manner following, viz. If the Significators be in a 


| moveable Sign, for every degree of longitude they add a days 


| inacommon Sign a week, andin a fixed Signa month,. ora 


| year; others in Angles, a day, in Succedant Houfes a week, 
and in Cadent a month or year. But how vain and fuperfti- 
tious thefe Obfervations are, daily experience teacheth. And 


although I dare not warrant at all times this Rule following 
to be currant, yet for the moft part I have found it true, and 
very feldome otherwifé; that is, to look whether the Difeafe 


| be’ Acute or Chronical, (1 term them acute, which be quick Dil- 


eafes, and have had no long, time before in breeding, and 


| them I term Chronical which be long and inveterate 3 ) if the 
| Difeafe he acute, then for every degree add a day 3 if chronical, 


| a week, a month, and fometimes a year. 


Let 
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Let the Reader take notice, that there are Acute and Chro- 
nick Difeafes. Of Acute Difeafes, fome are fimple Acute, 
others Peracute,id eft, very Acute 5 others are Perperacute, or 
exceeding Acute. Thofe which are fimple.Acute, are finifhed 
in 8, 10; 11,14, 20,or 21 dayes, they are terminated in the 
time the Moon traceth the 12 Coeleftial Signs of the Zodiack, 
which isin 27 dayes; fome odd hours and minutes. 

Thofe acute Difeafes which fiffer changes, are very fickle 5 
for fometimes they increafe, {ormetimes they are remitted, ac- 
cording as the Lord of the Afcendantor ( according to o- 
thers ) as the Moon, meets with the beams either of good or 
evil Planets 5 and fometimes they change out of acute Difea- 
{es into chronick Difeafes, and fo a continued Fever may 
change into a Hectick Fever, or an intermitting Fever into 
a continual Fever; and tnefe Difeafes terminate in forty 
dayes. wv 7 

Very acute Difeafes are fch as terminate and are conclu- | 
ded in 5, 6,7, or 8 dayes; amongf{t which is the Difeafe cal- | 
ted Peripneumonia, an inflammation of the Lungs. 

Exceeding, acute Difeafes are fuch as end. in three or four 
dayes at fartheft, as Peftilences; Apoplexies, ec. 

Chronick Difcafes follow the motion of the Sun, dnd ’tis 
about ninety dayes before the firlt Crifis appears, for in that 
time the Sun comes to the proper Quartil of the place he was 
in at the Decumbiture, as appears in Hectick Fevers, Drop- 
fics, and the like; but when he comes.to thofe Degrees from 
the Decumbiture, which are called Judicative, or Interciden- 
ral, which are both one, or Judicial, (as thall be feen in the 
Table following ) fome motion appears, whereby a man may 
yadge of the Crifis to come. It falls out well, if the Sun be 
well afpected by good Planets; and worfe, if by evil Planets 5 
and this holds true, if you confider it from the Nativity, 
throughout all the whole courfe of a mans Life: for Difeafes 
are particular attendants on a mans Life. | 

Moreover, of the Crifis, fome.are perfeét, fome are imper- |

That Crifis is fafe, which comes without great pernicious 
Afpetts. 

It is doubtful and dangerous, which comes with great per- 
nicious Afpects. The Difeafe is fit to be judged, when figns 
of Concoétion come the fourth day, and then certainly the 
Crifis will appear the nmth , the D moves not upon an e- 
gual motion, therefore it’s fafer to truft to her motion, ra- 
ther than to the tradition of days, for herein is a great error, 
by reafon of the inequality of the Moons motion; for, ac 
cording to the belt extant opinions, the Sun hath dominion 
in Chronick Difeafes, ( as is faid before) and the Moon in 
Acute; and therefore I have f{poken to this end to them. 
It is the motion of the Sun and Moon, and Lord cf the 


| Afcendant, that produce the Crifis, and not the number of 
| dayes, ee. 


When any notable Difeafe comes, if you would difcern 


whether it tends to Health, Death, Mutation, or continuance, 
itis neceffary that you begin at the firft punct of time of the 
' invafion of the Difeafe. 


This Galen faith is very hard, if not 
impoffible to find 5 *tis taken pro confeffo, that it may be eafily 
known when a man takes his bed in his ficknefs, but when 
the beginning of the ficknefs is, that’s the Queftion 5 for a 
lufty Body bears the Difeafe longer, and is longer before it 
{ubmits to take Bed, than a weak, infirm, fickly Body 3 a meer 


| fofpition of a Difeafe will {end a faint-hearted perfon to bed, 


you may perfwade himhe is fick, though otherwife. But the 
true time to be taken for the beginning of the Difeafe, is 
that in which a man finds a maniteft pain or hurt in his Bo-

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dy ; for inftance, when a man hath got a Fever, ufually the 
head akes certain days before ; this is not the Fever, but a 
meffenger, or fore-runner of the Fever; the true beginning of 
the Fever is, when the Difeafe appears fenfibly, or when a 
horrour or trembling invades the fick, as does ufually in the 
beginning of a Fever; this is the beginning of the Difeafe, 
when the Difeafe appears manifeft to fer{e; and this was the 
Judgment of Hippocrates, the belt of Phyficians. And you 


fhall find this always, that the more acute the Difeafe is, the. «J 
more manifeft the beginning of it is to fenfe, yea fo manifeft, | 


that it is almoft impoffible, that the beginning fhould lye hid 


- from any one, though he want Reafon, if he have but Senfe; 


but if it fhould fo fall out that you cannot take a beginning 
from the firft invafion of the Difeafe, then take your ground 
from that very time the Parties Urine was firft brought, or 
the time when firft theysconfilted with the Phyfician about 
the Difeafe and cure, and account that the firft Créfis.

toa Chronick difeafé ; and-all Chronick difeafes muft be 


judged of by the Sun: the Rules of judging of Chronical 
difeafes by the Sun, are the fame by which we judge of Acute 


- difeafes by the Moon.

Sometimes they ask none of thefe things, but they fay, I

Sometimes again they will ask, whether you can help him © 


that is fick ? 
Sometimes they ask for a Woman, whether:fhe be with 
Child or no? 


And fometimes they ask, whether the Party hath not fiich | 


a Difeafe as is fufpected, or no ? 


So that fometime they ask one Queftion, fometimes ano- 


ther; for the minds of. People are variable and divers, even 


according tothe motions of the Heavens, and afpects of 


the Planets and Stars, and a man fhall have no power to go 
to ask a Queftion for the Sick, though many times they de- 
fire 
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fixe atid détéermine it, neither to ask any thing touching the 
Sick , but when hismind doth accord with the Heavens, and 
when the Heavens do accord to the end of his intent, to fhew 
the juft end thereof; for I have known oft-times by expeti- 
ence, that {ome have been ‘in the mind to come to me, ‘as 
themftlves have confefs’d, for their infirmities, a quarter of 
a Year together, yet have had no power to come to me itil 
- they have been paft remedy 3 upon which coming I have told 
, them fuch atime they would dye of their infirmity, and they 
have died, as I have faid ; and fometimes becaufe my {elf 
would not deal with them, they have gone to others for Phy- 
fick, yet all hath mot ferved : “this have I proved many a 
time and oft, as well on young folk as on old and middle 
aged, and as wellon women as on men, and children of both 
{exés ; for by the figure many things are feen and. known, 
that are not to be known by Urine, in mine opinion, at firft 
time. Amongf{t the old Philofophers, it was advifed to be 
‘brought to the Phyfician to know the Difeafe , not for that 
the Difeafe, or Life, ‘or Death can be perfectly difcerned ‘by 
the Urine,- but by bringing the Urine, it is a token from the 
Sick to “know his Difeafe, by making the Queftion for the 
Sick for ho man ought to’ ftudy Phyfick except he be well 
{een in Aftrology ; for itis impolfible to give'a juft Judgment 
of the ftate of a Difeafe only by {éeing the Urine, or by feel- 
ing the Pulfe, or Siedge; or feeing the Sick ;for a man by A- 
firology ‘will fay more by a Queftion demanded for the ttate 
of the fick, for ‘his ficknefs and Difeafe, and touching Life 
atid Death, for curing, of the Party hurt or fick, than ten other 
Phyficians that fhall fee the Urine, and {peak with the fick 
Body; for many are fick that know not their own Difeafe, 
nor the Caufe, nor the Degrees thereof; and by Aftrology 
it.is to be known, and by no means elfe, becaufe the Bodies 
of men are fubject to Difeafes; according to the influence of 
the Heavens; for, 2 fuperioribus inftriora reguntur 5 for if a 
tan mark well, all Difeafes are either Natural, Supernatural, 
or againft Nature 5 if it be Natural, itis by the Influence of 
the 
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the Heavens in his Nativity; ifie be Supernatural, it is the 
Finger of God on a man, or on his generation, for fome of- 
fence. committed, which remaineth on- a man, and fome- 
times on his Pofterity, through many generations to come; 
by which means they are more or lefs {ubject to fome certain 
Difeafe, as {ome to dye fiiddenly, fome to have the Kings 
Evil, {ome the Stone, the Gout, fome the French Pox, fome 
the Leprofie, and fuch like hereditary Diftempers, and all 
to die of one Difeafe, and thefe are faid to have fuch 
a Difeafe by Nature, but it is Supernatural, and Natural 
alfo. | 

If it be againft Nature, it is by Surfeiting, or drinking or 
eating {omething, that makes them fick, or by Witchcraft, or 
Sorcery, or by Inchantment, or by the punifhment of the De-= 
vil, or fome Spirit, by the permiffion and fufferance of God 5 
and all thefe things cannot be known but by Aftronomie, and 
therefore we conclude, that ifhe be not a good Aftronomer 
and Aftrologer withall, he can be no good Phyfician 5 this I 
-have often hinted in my Almanacks, and. fhewed the fame 
from the moft Learned. 

Again, the proportion of Medicine and of the Body, and 
the degree of the Difeafe, and of Medicine, and commixtion 
of Humours, and the diverfity thereof, are not known by any 
means but by Aftronomy; for who can make a juft propor- 
tion of Medicine for any Difeafe, except he bea good Aftro- 
nomer? neither can he tell the times proper for healing the 
Difeafe, nor whether it be to be cured or no, even as the blind 
man hits the Hare; nam Aftrologia eft ocwlus medici, faith Aria 
Stotle, fine qua cecus appellabiture eal ; |

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_ Next we are to know and obferve, which of the four Virtues 
or Elumours is weaker or ftronger than the other, or than 
it fhould be, whereby rhe diftemper of the 
Body doth grow. 


N the Bodies of Natural Men are four Radical Virtues, 

+ holding a due proportion by Nature, by the which the 
‘Health and Strength of the Body is always maintained, and 
when any of thefe four do predominate and get dominion 
over the other, then doth the body wax fick, and languifhin 
| pain, or elfe is utterly fruftrate of the Radical Humidity, and 

fo furprifed, and overcome by Death. . The firft of thefe four 
Virtues is Digéftion, the fecond Retention, the third Attra- 
tion, and the fourth Expulfion; and the(é four Virtues are 
alwayes {uftained by four Principal and Radical or Natural 
Humours. hs 

1..Digeltion hath its operation, and is maintained by’ 
Blood, making his operation in the Stomach by the Liver, 
for {0 long as the Liver keepeth his natural proportion, by 
heat and moifture of good blood, {0 long fhall the Body be in 
Health; and if the Party’diftemper himIf by his Diet or 
| Otherwife, whereby the Liver is oppreffed with much Moi- 

fture, Drowth, Heat or Cold, then the meat in the ftomach 
| for want of Decoction, by too much cold, or overmuch heat, 
fouleth and corrupteth the Blood, and breedeth diftempers 

and Difeafes in the Body, proceeding unnaturally from the 
excels of Choler, Melancholy, Blood, or Flegm. 

The natural Blood, or fpirits of Life, relate to the Liver, 
the Vital to the Heart, the Animal to the Brain, to which the 
Sperm and Seed is much relative. 

The fecond of the four Virtues aforefaid ig Attraction, this 
operation is performed by natural Heat and Choler, which 
18 ingendred by good digeftion, of the Liver,” and hath its 

principal refidence in the Gall, and if this Humour becom ad- 
| c ult 
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uft or abound, the Blood is infected thereby, and many di- 
{tempers and infirmities are caufed, as fhall be fhewed more 
plainly when we come to treat of Choler. 

The third of thefe Virtues is Retention, which conferveth 
the Nutriment in the Body till it be digefted, and ‘it ismain- 
tained by Melancholy, naturally cold and dry, and hath its” 
proper refidence in the Milt or Spleen, as fhall be feen here- 
aiter. , 

The fourth and Jaft isnatural Flegm, which is expulfive,) 
and partly mixeth in the Veins with the Blood, is cold and 


moift, and thereby is maintained the Expulfive faculty, whofe, 
office is to expell the Excrements that.annoy the Body, as 


after will farther appear. 


And now to return to our former matter again, to knowy 


which of thefe four Virtues or Faculties is diminithed, of 
which of them doth abound beyond his natural Order, you 
fhall underftand, the Virtue Retentive belongeth to kh, the 
Virtue Digeftive to 1, the Virtue Attractive to +, and the 
Virtue Expulfive to the D. 

Obferve diligently therefore which of thefe four Planets) 
‘h, U, 2, or the D have moft dignities in the Sign of 
the sth Houfe of the Queftion, which alwayes figninethl 
the ftate of the Liver, that Planet according to his potency) 
ox debility in the Figure of Heaven, in the Sign, and Des 
gree; aiid Place where he is, fhall fignitie the ftrength, of 
debility of the Liver, and ofthat Virtue, which he governs 
eth. 

If k be ftrongeft in the Sign of the 5th Houfe of the Ques 
ftion, then the fault is in the Virtue Retentive, that either it 
is too firong or too weak, by too much unnatural Melancho- 
ly abounding, therein, or for want of natural Melancholy te 
retain the meat in the Body, and then the Mufcles of the Sto= 
mach being. oppreffed with too much moifture, the Party 
remitteth up the meat and drink he taketh, fo foon and as 
often as he doth take it; for that the Liver is oppleted 
with moifture, which weakeneth and overcometh the Virtue 
Retentive.

FR Eteation is one_of the principal Virtues in the Body of 
man,and belongeth to Satwrn,whichis cold and dry,Earthy 
ofnature, and Melancholick, and hath'dominion of the Milt 
or Spleen, wherein the natural Melancholy ts contained, and’ 
fortitieth and ftrengtheneth the Body of Man and his Mem- 
bers, and hath its operation ins, W, and VP, terrene Signs, 
as Guido Bonatus,/Lantum agit in| Terram, © im corpore hu- 
MANO. 

And this Retentive.Faculty. may be confidered as Natu- 
val or Unnatural, before, and after Digeftion 5 Natural accor- 
ding to the Body, for'the fupport and mamtenance of Na- 
ture; Unnatural.againft the Body, diftempering and mjuring 
the fame. 

Retention before Digeftion in the upper part of the Sto- 
mach, which is the place of the’ firft digeftion, which keep- 
eth the meat it cannot defcend, by’ reaforr of unnatural Mclan- 
choly remaining in the Stomach, nor yet-digeft for want of 
natural Heat and Moifture, whereby-a mian is forced to caft 
up again, or doth ‘retain and keep it in his Stomach with 
great pain; except he ‘force it up again’s For naturally it will 
not come up, becatife the Expulhive’ Virtue ts weaknéed in 
the Stomach, by reafon of the faid unnatural Melancholy 
there remaining. 

Retention in digeftion is to detain the meat in the proper 
place of Digeftion, till it be throughly digefted to the con- 
ferving and ttrengthening of Nature. | 

Retention after Digeftion is performed in all the members 
by operation of natural Melancholy, and his office 1s to retain 
and keep the nourifhment that is appropriate to nature for 
the maintenance and upholding, the Body in health, after due 


feparation in the Liver after Digeltion, whereby every part 
: an 
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f and member of the Body may receive that which properly and 


peculiarly belongeth thereunto. 

Retention after Digeftion is of two forts, Natural and Un- 
natural ; this unnatural is performed two ways, vizeas well in 
the outward parts of the Body; as in the Arms, Legs, or 
Fleth, Mufcles or Sinews; as inwardly in the Belly, Liver, Sto- 
mach, Bowels, ce. 

Unnatural Retention is caufed of unnatural Melancholy; whe- 
ther it be in the extreme parts, or in:the inward parts; and 
by reafon of thisunnatural Retentiona man falleth into a 
Confumption, efpecially when it is in the extreme parts : 
when the Confumption is either particular, or general, in one 
Member, or throughout the whole Body, by reafon of unnatu- 
ral Melancholy impacted in the Veins in {ome particular place, 
or fpread abroad generally. in all the Body, which kind of 
Melancholy is more dry than that which is natural, and by 
reafon of the great drynefs thereof, ftoppeth the Veins and. 
paffages, that the Blood cannot have free courfe as it ought, 
to give nourifhment to the Body, or to the Members; and 
this unnatural Melancholy overcometh the natural Melancho- 
ly, even as the greater quantity of ftinking water doth over- 
come a little quantity of {weet and frefh water; forit is to be 
confidered, that cold and drynefs are enemies to heat and 
moifture, which, if they get the maftery of hot and moitt, 
then they do expell them andif heat and moifiure be confu- 
med in the Liver or other parts of the Body, how can the 


- Digeftive Virtue do his Office?’ for cold and drowth cau- 


{eth indigeftion. 
Therefore know this, that the whole ftate of the Body in 


- Sicknefs and in’Health ftandeth and confifteth in a right good 


and natural Digeftion, and in the maintenance of Radical 
heat and humidity in the Stomach, Liver, and other parts of 


_ the Body. Alfo know this,that a hot Liver never caufethacon- 


{umption of the Body, but 4 cold Liver 5 and a cold Liverand 
a cold Stomach never caufe a hot Difeafe, and a mdift Liver ne- 
ver ingendretha dry Difeafe, but a Droplie and {uch like: for

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the Liver is'as the root and foundation of the whole Body; 
and according to the good or bad digeftion of the Liver, fo 
fhall the ftate and health of the Body be, either good. or 
bad. And when this mmnatural melancholy Retention is im 
the Body it {elf, and not in the extreme parts, then is the Ex+ 
pulfive Virtue weakned in the Liver, Milt, Lungs, Stomach, 
Body and Bowels, in which foever of them it doth abound.’ 
When one doth receive meat or drink into his Body, and 
vomit it up again, then it isa fign that the Retentive Virtue 
is weakned in the Stomach, and the: natural Faculties in: the 
Stomach are overcome by too much moifture, or by toomuch 
heat and drowth. 

When one doth vomit blood, and bleed much at the 
Nofe or Mouth, then is the Retentive Virtue or Faculty 
weakened in the Liver and Veins by gver-much heat and 
moifiure, 

When the Lask or bloody Flux prevails, then is the Res 
tentive Virtue weakned in the Bowels and Mufcles, and in 
the Belly, and the Expulfive Faculty is: too ftrong. . But if 

it be the bloody Flux, then is it weakned in the Veins and 
Reins of the Back, and then there is too much heat or moi- 
ftiwe in the Reins and Veins; when Nature paffeth from a _ 
man, and that he waxeth weak in the Reins of his back, it 
is caufed of too much moifinefs and heat in the Rems, or of 
one af them; and in the Veins that paf$ from the Reins. to 
the Putiw, which Veins are called the Seed-bringets, for 
the Inft of a man is iu the Reins, and the Inft of a Woman 
in her Navel. 

WVhén one ftalcth Blood, or that his Water goeth from 
him more often than it ought, or otherwife than it fhould, 
then is the Retentive Virtue weakened in the Mufcles of the 
Bladdcr, and Conduits that come from the Reins ta the Blad- 
der, by too much moifinel&.

ly, and come to be melancholick in the 4th degree,againft Na-: 
ture, then he waxeth mad, and is as if Diabolically poffeffed, 
becaufe it is againft Nature. 

When the Spleen is oppreffed with Unnatural Melancholy, 
the Party be he young or old will wax very fad, penfive, fo- 
litary and heavy, and his Belly will wax hard’and tough, and 
fwell as though he had a Tympany, which will be deftruétive 
in the end, it it be not remedied by anointing the Party on

and the Virtue Retentive too firong, by reafon of the great, 


drowth, and then. is the Body bound, and the Party cannot 
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go to ftool, and in fuch a cafe a Clyfter is to be ufeds 
or elfe anoint the Mufcles aforefaid on the Belly with oyl of 
Mercury, and Violets, and Nimpharum mixed together. 

When one doth receive meat and drink into their Body, 
and vomit it up again, or is troubled much with vomiting, 
then it is.a fign that the Retentive Virtue in the Stomach is 
much weakened for want of natural melancholy, or that 
there is in the Mufcles too much unnatural melancholy or fi 
perfluous moifture 3 in fucha cafe if the Party be hot in the 
Stomach, or very cold, make him vomit well firft, and then 
give comfortable things for the Stomach, to allay it if it be 
too hot. 

This noxious and unnatural Melancholy is caufed three 
kind of ways; cither of melancholy mixed with the blood 
in the Veins of the whole Body, hurting the Brain, or of the 
blood in the Brain onely, being infected with melancholy, or 
of inflammation, or evil affect in the Stomach, ec. 

The common figns of this Difeafe be carefulnefs,fadnefS,foli- 
tarinels & hatred;they have firong imaginations,and withdraw 
themfelves from Company ; moreover, they defperately defire 
death, or to kill or drown themfelves; and fome fear left they 
fhould be killed,and then is the Humour in the Heart; {ome do 
laugh,and fome do weep, and fome think themfelves to be in- 
{pied with the Holy Ghoft, and prattle or prophefy of things 
tocome; {uch are melancholy either naturally born, or elfé 
againft nature, as is aforefaid, born under h in 7 or W, 
for in them the ftate-of the Body is flender, black, rough, and 
altogether melancholick 5. Saturn cold and dry,they are full of 
great and fearful apprehenfions, addicted to, and loving evil 
meats, ard ftudying and devifing great-and-deep matters, and 
occupy , themfélves. about unknown, things, and flight or re- 


gard not common things, for their Judgment and Capacity 
are above ordinary. 
i 
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Ifthe Melancholy reft in the Sides, you fhall know it by 
this, they will have rawnefs and much windinefs, fharp 
belchings, burnings, and grief of the Sides; alfo the Sides are 
plucked upwards, and many times they ate troubled with 
inflammations, efpecially when Choler is mixed with Melan- 
choly ; alfo there is coftivenefs in the womb, little fleep, trou 
blefome, fearful and naughty dreams, {wimmings in the head, 
and foundings in the ears, ec. eye, 

If you would know whether natural or unnatural Me- 
lancholy do abound. in the Liver, you fhall know: it firft by 
‘the Urine;, if the Urine be grayith, blue, or white, it fignifi- 
eth that natural melancholy doth abound, and alfo fuch U> — 
‘tines have they that have {plenetick paffions, and thofe that 
are troubled with Quartan Agues, and thofe that are trou- 
bled with Indigeftion, and cannot digeft their meat. 

Unnatural Melancholy caufeth the Urine to be of two 
forts, fometimes without Quantity and Quality, and then is 
the Urine pale and thin, for that it is caufed of melancholy 
that is more cold and more dry than Natural melancholy. 
Sometimes Unnatural melancholy changeth ‘the fubftance of 

the Urine, and then the Urine looketh black. 

If Blood-be mixed with Melancholy, and Blood have the 
predominancy, then the Urinclooketh reddith, but of a deep 
colour tending to black or darknefs. 

If Melancholy have the predominancy, then the Uline 
Jooketh dark and gray, tending, formewhat to rednefS. 

If Melancholy be mixed with Choler, and have the pre- 
heminence, then the Urine looketh dark and waterith, but 
ycllowifh withall. | 

If Choler abound, ‘then the Usine looketh of a deep 
Amber-colour, cleer, and moft commonly is much i quan- 
tity. 
If Melancholy be mixed with Flegm, and have the 

predominancy in the commixtion, then the Urine look- 
eth gray and whitith, flimy, and fomewhat darkilh with- 


all.

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If Flegm exceed in the commixtion, then it looketh thick 
and whitith, full of Flegm, like the whites of egos, and ofa 
dirty colour. 

If Melancholy be equally mixed with F legm, the colour of 
the Lirine: thall be like unto Hempyor like to {mall Ale, clear 
and thinnifh and full of froth; and {uch an Urine fignifieth 
a grcat {topping in the whole Members and Milt, cauled of a 


/-firong Melancholick Humour, which caufeth, through a preat 
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drowth, a general {welling throughout all the Members of 
the Body, from the Head to the Foot, the Veins are full of 
Wind, and. the Blood. wholly corrupted 5 give no vomit to 
{uch a one, for then he dicth. 

Urine of an aged man clear and whitih, like good Sack 
or white Wine, and full of {mall motes boyling in the mid- 
dle Region, and feething very round upward, and yet re- 
main in the middle fparkling like bright Stars, and full of 
Froth withal ; fignifieth great Obitructions of the Milt and 
Liver; a great Rheum, is pained in the Head, Stomach, and 
Reins, and digeftcth not his meat, hath Wind in his Body 
tunuing from place to place, and is caufed of Melancholy 
fiopping the Milt; which caufeth alfo Stitches, Prickings, 
and the Spleen. 

And finally all Urines in Men or Women that look very 


“clear like White-wine, brownith dark, or black, or erayith, 


do fignifie Melancholy to abound in the Body, and a great 
cold and drynefs, and ftopping of the Liver, Milt, or Reins. 

Hairs long, or fhore in Urine lignifie {welling of the Milt, 
and pain of the Side in a Man, and {topping of the Tens 
ina Woman. 

Sparkles like Stars, of {parkles of fire in.a mans Urine, 
fignifie Rheum; in a Womans, that {he is with Child, or 
¢elfe Rheumatick,
